It was the ((uietest Fourth ever knov/n 
in Newport, there being scarcely a 
single firecracker heard during tho day. 


The only noises of an unusual sort 


were the ringing of tho city bells, and 
the firing of national salutes at noon, 
There wan an immense crowd of people 
in the city, all the various methods of 
transportation having all the business 
that they could possibly accommodate, 
At some hours of the day, the roads 
leading to Iho city were black with 
automobiles, and the rain of the night 
before was welcomed a.s preventing the 
great volumes of dust that must have 
arisen with so much traffic over ordi- 
narily dry roads. 


The trolley cnrs were all packed to 


the limit, both going awl coming, at nil 
hours of tho day and late into the night.

Tho purado was one- of the very larg- 


est ever held in Newport, und was com- 
posed entirely of military organizations, 
practically all of (hern in Ihe direct ser- 
vice of tbeUnited States. Colonel Frank 
P. King was Chief Marshal of Ihe pa- 
rade and had Caplnln William E. Braley 
83 Chief of Staff. 
Tho parade was 


under thu auspices of the board of 
aldermen of Iho city of Newport with 
an auxiliary citizens committee to assist 
in Iho arrangements. 


The parado moved promptly nt .10.00 


o'clock over a long route, which tire,d 
the men pretly thoroughly. When the 
fronlof Iho City Hall was reached and 
the men v/ere massed to receive the 
flags with the sun pouring down upon 
them, many collapsed nnd had to be 
taken out of the lino for treatment. 
Not only tho hospital corps woro kept 
busy, but some of Ihe city apparatus 
had lo be called upon lo help rc/novo 
the heat victims, Tho line went down 
as far as Dearborn street anj out 
Broadway to Bedlow avenue, so Ihal 
the mileage v/as considerable, but the 
men would not h«ve minded this so 
much except for tho halt for presenta- 
tions which proved very trying. 


The line was headed by tho largest 


number of regular army soldiers ever 
seen on par.vle in Newport. Colonel 
Todd, the now commanding 
officer,

Tho Hibernian Rifles I 
marched well. The Middletown Con- | 
stabulary, under Captain Michael M, j

mounted men. The Newport Cavalcade, 
under Colonel Ernsl Voigt, also made 
a fine appearance, this command being 
an outgrowth of the patriotic parado 
held just a year previously. 


There v/ere several thousand men In 


lir.e, and it look more than 20 minutes 
for the parade to pass, with even moro 
than this time in the Broadway section 
where the countermarch made it longer. 
This ia (|uite a long time, when it is 
remembered that the parade was one of 
regulars, marching in close formation, 
which is much more compact than for 
civilian organization?.

Mr. Howard was born in Newport on 


July 0, 1834. In 1853 he went to De- 
troit, moving a littlo later to Kalnma- 
zoo, where ho conducted a successful 
hardware business, so that in Ib7<i ho 
was able to retire from active business. 
Ho returned to Detroit to live ami hurl 
since made his homo tltere. All his life 
ho was a reader of tho best literature 
and possessed ci remarkable memory, so 
that hia fund of general information 
was vest «nd exact. He had been a 
lifelong reader of tho Now York Tri- 
bune and of Iho Newport Mercury, ad- 
miring tho Republican doclrino of both 
papers. 
Ho bad been from its start a 


strong supporter of tho 
Republican 


party. He was of a genial and com- 
prinionable disposition and mado many 
warm friends.
